Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Singer, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,1 1 1,753, in view of Kasprzak et al, U.S. Pub. No. 2005/0076249 ("Kasprzak"). 

As per claim 13, Singer teaches a method for supplying power in telecom/datacom 
systems, comprising: 

connecting each of a plurality of independent power supplies to a corresponding I/O card, 
and utilizing the power supply as the sole power source to the I/O card (fig. 4, connecting VRMs 
20 to modules 18; col. 2, line 53 - col. 3, line 7). 

However, Singer does not expressly teach connecting dual power inputs from a central 
power supply to the independent power supplies. Kasprzak teaches connecting dual power 
inputs to independent power supplies (fig. 1, connecting main and standby inputs 1 10 and 1 15 to 
VRMs 131-138). At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to apply Kasparak's dual power inputs to Singer's method. A motivation for 
doing so would have been to provide redundancy for higher availability.
